Jackson Stand an Issue. 


The explanation was given in the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Jackson was not 
in the movement because he wanted to 
remain neutral, being a candidate for 
reelection as committeeman. It was the 
placing of Mr. Jackson off in a corner 
by bimself in this way, coupled with 
the reported aversion to Mr. Hoover by 
Baltimore’s targe German population, 
that caused some of the elements of 
the party to become apprehensive lest 
they were moving too fast.

Broening Backs Jackson,

subsequent genera! elections.

the great comparative importance of 
this effort to “promote the general wel- 
fare.”

We believe that the election 
of such candidates with such record 
would be followed inevitably by per- 
sistent efforts to increase the alcoholic 
content of intoxicating liquor and to 
weaken the *nforcement provisions of 
the prohibition laws; by the appoint- 
ment of unsympathetic, if not hostile 
Officials, and by great actual laxity 
in enforcement. We therefore record 
our fixed determination to actively 
oppose the nomination or the election 
of any such candidates no matter on 
what party platforms they may stand 


Calls for Delegate Control. 


“Third—We authorize the committee 
on arrangements for this conference to 
recommend suitable committees to pre- 
sent procedure for presenting these 
resolutions to the political party con- 
ventions. 

“Fourth—We recommend that all 
organizations and citizens in agreement 
with the foregoing declarations actively 
work for the selection of delegates to 
nominating conventions who will sup- 
port the aims of this conference.” 

The mention of the name of Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, by 
Bishop William F. Anderson, of Boston,

Bishop Freeman Speaker. 


The Right Rev. James E.- Freeman, 
Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of 
Washington, declared the United States 
Stands in the eyes of the world as the 
most lawless nation on the face of the 
earth. 


“We are moving perilously close to} 


the brink of chaos and disorder that 
only recently shunted one large nation 
off its pedestal as a world power” the 
Bishop remarked. 

This talk we now hear about voting 
for a man because he is the favorite son 
of a State is “all bunk,” the Bishop de- 
clared. “What we want to know before 
voting for a man, is whether he repre- 
sents supreme spiritual and moral 
ideals.” . 

Dr. 8. Parkes Cadman, of Brooklyn,

of Churches in America, declared the 
time has come when all churches 
should forget that they can not agree 
on theological questions and combine 
their strength in supporting “a great 
moral question.” Dr. Cadman said in 
speaking of America’s dry forces that 
“what we need now is the right kind 
of leadership. Once we have it we 
should pledge our allegiance to the 
cause.” 

Dr. Asby Jones, of St. Loults, Southern 
“dry” leader, declared “influential mem- 
bers of the church as well as the aver- 
age citizen” are partly responsible for 
the liquor traffic in the United States. 

“These men create the demand for 
the liquor traffic,’ the speaker said. 


Catholic Views Outlined; 


Dr. John A. Lapp, of Chicago, repre- 
senting Catholic prohibition forces at 
the conference, declared dry forces in 
America aré not seeking any favors-from 
any of the political parties. 

“We come with a simple demand that 
the Constitution of the United States 
be observed,” he said. 

Mrs. Edward Franklin White, of In- 
dianapolis, who also spoke at the ban- 
quet, served. notice that the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs which she 
represented would not give its support 
during the coming elections to any 
political party that did not voice law 
enforcement as part of its platform. 

Failure on the part of any of the 
political parties to include prohibition 
enforcement planks in their platforms 
and the nomination as candidates any 
persons whose “dryness” can be ques- 
tioned will result in opposition in the 
campaign and at the polls to those 
parties and candidates which fail to 
meet these issues, the prohibition 
leaders declared.

He reached the grade of brigadier 
general In 1908 and was retir-d at his 
own request after 40 years’ service in 
1909.

DR.FRANK HUNTINGTON 
DIES AT JACKSONVILLE 


Noted Government Ethnolo- 
gist Had Been in Service 
Here 25 Years. 


Dr. Frank Huntington, 80 years old. 
well-known Government ethnologist. 
and for more than 25 years a resident of 
Washington, died Monday in Jackson- 


ville, Fla., according to word received 
here yesterday. A native of Rochester, 
N. Y., Dr. Huntington came to this city 
in 1902 to assist in making the Diction- 
ary of American Indians for the Bureau 
of Ethnology, and later in the prepara- 
tion of a report on the antiquities of 
Porto Rico. 

He was for a short time an editorial 
assistant tn the Census Bureau, and in 
1907 was transferred to the Department 
of Agriculture, where he was engaged In 
making translations and abstracts of 
foreign language scientific papers until 
his retirement a short time azo. 

Dr. Huntington contributed nurmer- 
ous articles to trade papers and the 
Sunday edition of daily papers and 
magazines. He was a membcr of the 
American Association for Advancement 
of Science, National Geographic So- 
clety, American Genetic Association and 
the National Society of Fine Arts. He 
is survived by three sisters, Mrs. Horace 
B. Hooker and Mrs. Carrie Jessup, of 
Fiorida, and Mrs. James M. Taylor, of 
New York City. Dr. Huntington's body 
was cremated at Jacksonville. Inter- 
ment will be in Rochester.

The Argentine delegate supported this 
viewpoint, which was generally ac- 
cepted. 

In connection with the Finnish pro- 
posals for financial assistance to states 
victims of aggression, representatives of 
Chile, Czechoslovakia, Holland and Fin- 
land were appointed on a mixed com- 
mittee, which, with representatives of 
the league finance committee, will draft 
details. 

Lord Cushendun, promising British 
support, said there must be an equitable 
distribution of financial obligations 
among those entering into financial 
guarantees, and the scheme must ac- 
company a Satisfactory plan of dis- 
armament.

ON VATICAN NEGOTIATOR 


Jesuit Scholar Is Stabbed by 
Visitor; Authorities Tell 
Little of Affair: 


ASSAILANT IS ARRESTED 


Rome, Feb. 28 (A.P.).—Father Tacchi- 
Venturi, noted Jesuit scholar, who has 
acted as chief negotiator between the 
Vatican and the government on the 
“Roman question,” was the object of an 
attack yesterday, which has given the 
authorities much concern, His assail- 
ant was arrested. 

The veil shrouding the circumstances 
of the mysterious stabbing of the 
learned priest in the hnouse of the 
Jesuits was lifted only slightly by the 
police tonight, The authorities divulged 
that two days ago a man, quite well 
dressed and calling himself “De Angelis” 
and by profession a bookkeeper, called 
at. the house and insisted that he had 
urgent reasons to speak with Father 
Tacchi-Venturi. 

The porter replied that the reverend 
father was extremely busy and could 
not receive anybody. The visitor then 
retired, promising to return. This man 
has been identified as the perpetrator 
of the assault. The police assert that 
he already, has been convicted in the 
Italian courts for another offense. 

When the man returned to the house 
of the Jesuits he was ushered into 
Father Tacchi-Venturi’s presence. Al- 
most immediately he leaped at him. 
stabbing him in the neck with a paper 
cutter. The priest’s quickness in re- 
colling saved him from a fatal blow, the 
blade of the knife merely glancing aiong 
the muscles and inflicting a painful 
though not dangerous cut. 

Other Jesuits present rushed for the 
police, who hastened from their post in 
front of the Japanese Embassy. The 
man was overpowered and placed under 
arrest. 

Father Tacchi-Ventur! suffered con- 
siderable shock and was confined to his 
bed for a day but was up today. The 
news of the attack leaked out in ec- 
clesiastical circles in the early after- 
noon, but none of the evening papers 
made mention of it. Although the 
papal secretary of state, Cardinal Gas- 
parri, called on Father Tacchi-Venturi, 
there is extreme reluctance in Vatican 
spheres to discuss the case.

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DEALING WITH CRIME. 


The striking thing in the report of the 
National Crime Commission on the relation of 
the police and courts to the crime problem 1s 
the attack that is made on the inefficiency of 
the police, but the real lesson is the fact tnat 
there must be greater cooperation among all 
agencies concerning themselves with the pre- 
vention of crime to accomplish results. The 
present report, prepared by Dr. Louis N. Rob- 
inson for a committee of which Frank QO. 
Lowden is chairman, is a valuable contribu- 
tion. 

Figures within the report demonstrate that 
police in the United States fall far behind those 
of England and Wales in the ratio of arrests 
to known crimes, but there is an even greater 
discrepancy in the ratio of convictions to ar- 
rests made, and in the latter phase the courts 
must accept a portion of the responsibility. 
The power vested in prosecuting officers to 
push or drop prosecution results, according to 
the report, in dismissals ranging from 31 to 21 
per cent of the number of arrests made. Here 
certainly is another point at which an oppor- 
tunity exists for criminals to escape justice. 

. The report is not without its suggestions for 
the improvement of present conditions, It 
recommends the removal of police from poli- 
tics; suggests the abolishment of grand juries 
and trials by jury as possible remedies, and 
urges that judges be given more “power to 
direct court proceedings.” 

. “In our opinion, too much attention has been 
focused on the punishment of criminals,”’ says 
Mr. Lowden in the foreword to the report, 
which is also the general conclusion to be 
drawn from the document itself. ‘“‘But before 
a criminal can be punished, or dealt with as 
science suggests, he must first be caught and 
convicted. Recent investigations have re- 
vealed for the first time how small the pro- 
portion really is of convictions to crimes com- 
mitted or to individuals arrested. The ef- 
fectiveness, of course, of any form of punish- 
ment or any kind of treatment depends in large 
part on the number of criminals on whom the 
punishment or treatment can be brought to 
bear. This fact we seem lately to have over: 
looked, contenting ourselves with the drastic 
punishment of the few who have been caught. 
This is an easy way out, too easy in fact to 
bring results. Improvements in the organiza- 
tion and in the work of both the police and 
the courts are vitally necessary if we are to 
make headway against crime. This much at 
least is certain.” 

The need of some such general overhauling 
of the present system of combating crime as 
Mr. Lowden mentions is self-evident. 


THE FIRST AIRPLANE. 


Neither the Smithsonian Institution nor Or- 
ville Wright, principals to the dispute over 
the place of honor given the Langley plane in 


the Smithsonian Museum, should forget that 


when their controversy reaches such a stage 
that the original Wright model plane is to be 
given the British National Museunf the United 
States, as a whole, becomes an _ interested 


« party. The Nation can ill afford to have such 


a precious relic of the science of flying leave 
its shores because of a misunderstanding that 
must have some solution. 

It ig not possible here and now to bring 
order out of a difference of opinion which has 
existed for more than fifteen years. There are, 
however, certain established facts. When Or- 
ville and Wilbur Wright carried out their suc- 
cessful experiments at Kittyhawk they were 
the first men to fly in a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine. The world has no doubts about that 
regardless of what the Smithsonian Institution 
may have said. There can be no denying that 
before 1903 Prof. Langley built an airplane 
which was flown in 1914. 7 

Orville Wright has given to a British mu- 
seum an object of historic interest which 
should remain in this country, where it was 
conceived and first demonstrated that man 
could fly. There are other museums than the 
Smithsonian to which it could have been given, 
any one of which would have been more than 
glad to have it. It is certainly to be hoped 
that Mr. Wright can be prevailed upon to re-

THE WORLD'S BANKER, 


In prewar days the money center of the 
world was London, and the United States was 


still borrowing from Europe. It could not 
have been predicted that within such a rela- 
tively brief time the balance of trade would 
so amazingly favor this country, as is indi- 
cated by the figures cited by Dr. Max Winkler, 
before the Foreign Policy Association. This 
authority showed the world’s debt to America 
to be $5,000,000,000 more than it ever was to 
Great Britain. Even without considering the 
political obligations of the European nations 
to the United States, it has investments in for- 
eign securities to nearly $15,000,000,000. Ex- 
pansion of American holdings abroad is atill 
going on and is destined to keep up for years 
to come, 

Here is a modification of the situation once 
deemed by economists to be the ideal for 
gauging a nation’s prosperity, namely, com- 
mand of the largest volume of the world’s 
stores of the precious metals. The truer prin- 
ciple has long been accepted that the nation 
which can buy most widely in the cheapest 
market and sell in the dearest is the imost 
prosperous. Despite the vast extent of Eng- 
land’s empire, that position is largely held by 
the United States, but its control of the situa- 
tion rests considerably upon its unlimited 
funds for foreign investments. 

There apparently is nothing to challenge the 
continued financial supremacy of this country 
for a generation to come, The discovery of 
new stores of the precious metals, in quan 
tities to affect international exchange, might 
alter the financial relationship of the sations, 
according to the principle that the volume of 
trade tends to the level of the volume of the 
world’s gold. Even such rare events, when 
they do happen, register slowly. 

Dr. Winkler has indicated a very gratifying 
state of affairs for the United States and also 
its resources for aiding the process of restor- 
ing to normal the economic agencies of the 
nations of Europe. There has never before 
been a time when peace has so advanced the 
world in the factors of prosperity. 


POPULATION BUDGETS. 


Economics of subsistence for the United 
States is a subject which is definitely center- 
ing the attention of experts. It is coming to 
be regarded as inexcusably i{mprovident for 
a generation to come into existence with its 
increased needs without a previous survey for 
those needs having been made. The tendency 
is now clearly marked for the creation of what 
would amount to a budget for the cost of main- 
tenance of the population of the country as it 
will be two decades from now. In 1950 the 
population of the United States will be 150,- 
000,000, or 32,000,000 more than at present 
To feed, house, clothe and furnish this popu 
lation with the varied comforts of living will 
require a vastly larger subsistence and main- 
tenance outlay than now. 

Transportation, the most costly of all the 
country’s industries, and one that adds nothing 
to the Nation’s wealth except by facilitating 
the agencies for the production of wealth, will 
need to go forward at the rate of 25 per cent 
more than at present. What part of this will be 
by way of the newer avenues of the air is 
now a matter of speculation. 

The volume of consumption goods that will 
be needed in the year 1950 can pretty well 
be estimated from the single item of trans- 
portation. The Nation produces no more and 
consequently consumes no more than it can 
transport. Even the goodg brought in from 
abroad call for domestic transport, while the 
wares that are exported likewise have had to 
be carried over domestic soil. The volume of 
incoming and outgoing commerce enters into 
the estimate of the sustentation costs for the 
future. 

By systematic and careful survey work cov- 
ering in the gross the major flelds of produc- 
tion, both of goods and of agricultural products 
which the Nation will need for the proper care 
of its augmented population of two decades 
hence, the element of chance can be largely 
eliminated. The day of simply depending upon 
the unlimited resources of the Nation has 
passed, and the era of provident budgeting 
for the future is fast arriving. 

In the matter of transport the merchant 
marine figures largely. As the population 
grows, the tribute paid to foreign ocean car- 
riers increases, The Nation should make pro- 
vision now for American ships so that be- 
fore many years the Nation will retain this 
enormous volume of freight money, besides 
making certain that it will have ships avail- 
able for its commerce, even in time of war. 


THE RADIO SQUABBLE, 


Is radio control to become a football with 
Commissioner Caldwell kicking it one way and 
Senator Dill the other? The former, in a letter 
addressed to the manager of a New Jersey 
station, took occasion several days ago to 
ériticize Congress for not having dealt fairly 
with the question from the time the first legis- 
lation was passed. Senator Dill, replying to 
the letter, asserts that Congress is not guilty, 
but that the commission itself is responsible 
for letting a condition continue that is ruining 
the radio broadcasting of the country. 

Commissioner Caldwell’s ire was aroused by 
the amendment to a bill extending the life of 
the commission for a year, that provides for an 
equal division of powers, wave lengths and 
licenses in each of the five zones into which 
the country is now divided. Such distribution 
would be impossible, he says, for the third zone 
today has but 45,000 watts of power and the 
statute would make it necessary that all other 
zones be reduced to that figure. Senator Dill 


says that the statement itself in enough to. 


condemn the commission. The big stations, 
located in the populous Northeastern sections 
of the country, have been granted preferential 
treatment by the commission, he adds, in direct 
violation of the statute as now written, which 
provides that radio shall be administered so 
as to give equitable service to the entire

Commissioner Caldwell went further, how- 
ever, in his criticism. ‘‘After having set up a 
radio commission in 1927,” he said, ‘‘Congress 
promptly forgot to appropriate any funds upon 

ch commission could operate, employ 
aid or/experts or purchase necessary apparatus. 
To date three commissioners have received no 
salaries whatsoever. And now, after a year 
of the commission and three months of the 
present session of Congress, the radio commis- 
sion is still without a quorum confirmed by the 
Senate, and so finds itself hampered on every 
hand—authority, funds, personne] and equip- 
ment—in its efforts to proceed with its care- 
fully considered plans to bring good radio to 
every home in America.” 

There is considerable food for thought in 
the statement. Members of the radio com- 
mission were appointed by the President after 
due consideration and upon Careful delibera- 
tion. It is silly to assume that these men, 
presidential appointees, are involved in a 
gigantic plot to violate the law and rob Ameri- 
can homes of broadcast programs. 

In the meantime matters are at an absolute 
standstill, Possibly the only solution Hes in 
the resignation of the entire radio commis- 
sion. Radio control might then be started off 
afresh, with a commission that would have no 
experience behind it but that might possibly 
have the confidence of Congress. Unless the 
senatorial attitude changes, however, the new 
commission would be able to make no better 
progress than the old. 
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PUBLICITY OF CORPORATIONS, 

Much of the criticism directed against large 
corporationg has centered about their. policy 
of secrecy, and complaint has often been made 
that stockholders have no knowledge of things 
that are done in their name by the directors. 
What can these critics say now, when not only 
those with direct interest in a corporation 
but the whole world is given a chance to Hs- 
ten in? The proceedings of the Common- 
wealth Edison Co., of Chicago, as represented 
by its directorate, were put on the air by sta- 
tion WENR last week, primarily so that every 
stockholder might know the affairs and condi- 
tion of the company. 

The Commonwealth Edison Co, has monopo- 
listic control of the selling of electrical power 
in Chicago and has capital stock of $100,- 
000,000. In respect to size and money repre- 
sented it is typical of the corporations of which 
many persons in both public and private life 
can see only evil. Its latest step must, how- 
ever, be a disappointment to those who have 
derived both pleasure and profit from iInveigh- 
ing against the interests. It certainly was 
not running true to fiction in throwing its 
business open to all who might wish to listen. 

Nevertheless, the unexpected actually hap- 
pened. Microphones were placed in front of 
every man at the directors’ table, so that more 
than the walls had ears. Every word that 
was said and every motion that was made was 
as audible to those the room as to 
The reason for such astonish- 
ing frankness {s not hard to find. 
monwealth Edison Co. has a million stock 
holders, bondholders and customers. All of 
them have a vital Interest in the affairs of the 
company. There was no better way of in- 
forming them what the company had done and 
intended to do. There could be no miscon- 
ception or misunderstanding of purposes, 

Hundreds of other corporations occupy rel- 
atively the same position in their fleld that 
thé Commonwealth Edison doeg in Chicago 
Many of them have suffered in the past be 
cause they have allowed only fragments of 
their doings to. become public. It is easy for 
enemies to twist such scraps to suit their own 
purposes, but when the public has heard every 
word misrepresentation becomes _ difficult. 
General use of the radio by corporations may 
yet serve to dispel the distrust that is so cften 
and easily created.

It is by no means the first appearance 
of the problem. American producers of ‘The 
Big Parade,’’ “Beau Geste’’ and even less 
spectacular films have found considerable 
opposition to their productions in foreign coun- 
tries. A motion picture may be historizally 
correct and still be objectionable. It is not 
always a question of fact, but often a question 
of feeling. |

Boys of all the manual training 
classes Of both senior and junior high

Then the dangers in the home, han- 
dling matches carelessly, putting hot 
ashes into a wooden pail; starting fire 
with Kerosene, hunting for a gas leak 
in the cellar with a match, “didn’t know 
it was loaded,” tasting unknown medi- 
cines, These are dangers against which 
the child can be safeguarded only py 
training and eternal vigilance.

Then there are street dangers: Jay- 
walking, crossing in the middle of the 
block, forgetting to look before crossing 
the street, hopping trucks and street 
cars, running in front of moving ve- 
hicles, playing on var tracks, careless 
riding on coasters and bicycles, holding 
an umbrella over face when crossing 
the street, touching fallen wires and 
pirouetting on banana peelings. 

Then fire hazards. A little girl writes: 
“If there was a fire in our house at 
night I would wrap up in a bianket 
and go to my bedroom door. If the 
door was on fire I would look for a 
rope. If J] couldn’t find any I would 
take a blanket and tie it to my bed 
and go down through the window and 
then I would call the fire department 
and they would put water on it and 
put it out.” 

But she left out some ideas: Just 
how should one cali the fire depart- 
ment by telephone? How does a fire 
alarm box work? If the room is full of 
smoke what is the advantage of crawl- 
ing on hands and knees around the 
wall to the door? What's the point 
of hoiding a wet sponge or towel over 
one’s mouth? If staying in a strange 
hotel at night or the house of a friend 
why 1s it advisable to know the quick- 
est way of getting out? What should 
she do if fire started in a theater, or if 
some ine yelled, “Fire?” What is the 
best way of putting out a gasoline fire? 
If an oil stove catches fire what should 
she 0? 

And here are dont’s for her mother: 
Don’t use a rocking chair for a step- 
ladder. Don’t put matches where small 
children can reach them. Don’t put 
bottles of medicine where children can 
reach them. Don’t leave scissors and 
other pointed tools around. Don’t light 
matches in the closet. Don’t leave oil 
cans near the fire? Don’t fill your attic 
with rubbish. Don't bring gasoline 
into tne house. Don’t set heavy things 


on the window sills where they may 


po 


fall down. Don’t leave loaded (or even 
unloased) firearms around. 

Public schools are giving instruction 
in safety through having “safety first” 
center around reading, writing, spell- 
Ing, language and drawing, by, pageants 
and exhibitions. But mother § and 
father must do thetr share, For ex- 
ample: Do not have nails or tacks 
sticking up on the stairs. Do not have 
clothes dry over a hot stove. Do not 
fail to tell your ‘child what “exit” 
means In a public hall. Avoid Christ- 
mas tree candles. Teach children to 
open an umbrella properly and how to 
get on and off a street car and the 
dangers to eyes of the pop-pea shooter. 
By all means have my “home medicine 
chest” available. Do not forget to in- 
struct your children to look first to 
the left on crossing a street and then 
to the right just before they get half 
way across.

Phe former characterized the plan as 
tlinin? a merger to benefit the street 
car companies and not “in the interest 
of the general public’; objected to 
valuation by agreement but instead de- 
manded “governmental valuation by 
due process of law”; alleged that it is 
proposed to “overcapitalalize” the new 
company; proposed that ‘the transit 
company manufacture its own power 
instead of buying it from the Potomac 
Electric Power Co.; protested against 
“official sanction” for a stated rate of 
return; and approved the suggestion 
of reduced car fares for school children. 
The Columbia Heights Citizens’ As- 
sociation indicated agreement with the 
eleven criticisms of the public utilities 
committee of the Federation of Citi- 
gens Associations and added that if 
there are. to be three members repre- 
senting the public on the board of dl- 
rectors of the merged company they 
should be named by the federation and 
not by the Public Utilities Commission. 


Procedure at Hearings. 


The procedure at the opening of the 
hearing. it was said, would be that 
John W. Childress, chairman of the 
commission, would first invite the 
merging companies to present further 
details, exhibits and witnesses, as they 
choose. 

Then witnesses would be cross-exam- 
tned, first by Ralph B. Fleharty, peo- 
ple’s counsel, and later by other in- 
terested persons. 

Following this there will be oppor- 
tunity for opponents of the merger, or 
any of its provisions or omissions to 
present testimony and exhibits, sub- 
ject in like manner to cross-examina- 
tion by attorneys for the companies. 
Then arguments, in summing up, will 
be heard from any who desire to argue. 

Fleharty disclosed that if he can not 
get the commission to agree to modi- 
fications of the plan he will urge, he 
will offer his services to the commit- 
tees of Congress when the merger hear- 
ings are begun at the Capitol. 

He will demand that there be no 
agreed valuation and no stated rate of 
return other than the present “fair 
return on valuation,” the commission 
to determine from time to time what 
constitutes fair return and fair valua- 
tion, subject to review by the courts. 


Brokers Issue Analysis. 


If he is overruled and the commis- 
sion votes to agree to a valuation, he 
will then urge that an appraisal be 
actually made before agreement on 2 
figure be reached. 

Several days ago Fleharty asked the 
commission to assign to him as an aid 
and witness B. M. Bachman, account- 
ant for the commission, who is now 
assigned to valuation of the properties 
of the gas companies. Yesterday after- 
noon, the day before the hearing, the 
commission had not yet decided wheth- 
er or not to loan Bachman’s services 
to Fleharty. 

Y. E. Booker & Co., investment 
bankers, yesterday distributed complt- 
mentary copies of an analysis from 
their pdint of view of the proposed 
merger. 

The pamphlet indorsed the merger 
plan as beneficial to the public, the 
traction interests and investors. It 
said that car fares would be increased 
without a merger more than they will 
be under the proposed plan.

“The question seems to be whether 
such a covenant is binding upon th 
municipality when the land is acquiret 
for a public purpose. The authoritiet 
seem to have settled the matter in th 
affirmative.” 


* Bound by Restriction. 


After citing the authorities, the opin 
ion continued: 

“Under the act of May 10, 1926, th 
Commissioners were authorized to pur 
chase a ‘house, site, furniture and 
furnishings for an engine company te 
be located in the vicinity of Sixteenth 
street and Piney Branch road northwest. 
It is my view, therefore, that the pur- 
chase of the land so restricted by coves 
nants in the deed was beyond the pows 
ers of the Commissioners. 

“The act referred to gave them power 
to purchase for a specific use; the deeo 
which they acquired made that specifi 
use unlawful. If those persons who ar 
protected by their easements are com 
pensated and the property freed fron 
the restrictions with which it is not 
charged in an appropriate proceedings 
then it 1s possible to use the propert 
for the purpose for which it was pur 
chased. Otherwise and as long as ti 
restriction remains the District of C 
lumbia is bound by it.”
